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'STABBED IN 
FIT OF RAGE'

was 'obsessed with knives', court is told 


A BANBURY man who was "obsessed 
with knives" has been accused of fatally 
stabbing his ex-girlfriend's new partner, 
a jury was told. 

Will Blencowe is accused of causing the 
death of 17-year-old Connor Tremble in a 
"vicious attack" after taking a taxi to his flat 
in Fairacres Road, Iffley Fields, Oxford, on 
February 13 this year. 

Richard Barton, prosecuting in Oxford 
Crown Court on Monday, said the 21-year- 
old planned his crime and then conspired 
with two friends to try to escape justice. 

He told the jury that according to his 
ex-girlfriend, Blencowe, who denies murder, 
owned a machete and a switchblade and 
used to pose for pictures with his weapons. 

Opening the case, Mr Barton said the 
defendant did not even know his alleged 
victim and had to ask a mutual friend where 
he lived. 

He said: "This case concerns how a 
troubled young man had wholly unwarranted 
feelings of jealousy and resentment towards 
his former girlfriend's new partner. 

"And these feelings led him, after some 
planning on his part, to track down and stab 
to death that young man. 

"And after he fatally wounded the young 
man he fled the scene in what was in effect 
an attempt to avoid detection. 

"During that evening he met up with two 
close friends who knowingly assisted him to 
avoid detection and prosecution for that 
vicious attack." 

The barrister said the first witness to give 
evidence in the trial will be Aimee Harrison,

the woman who was going out with Connor 
after her relationship with Blencowe ended. 

Mr Barton said: "She will say that Will 
Blencowe displayed a short temper, that he 
was jealous of anyone who showed an 
interest in her. She will tell you that she 
found his behaviour towards her a great 
strain on their relationship. 

"She was aware that Will Blencowe 
carried and regularly posed with a range of 
knives. To her he seemed obsessed with these 
weapons." 

Mr Barton said Blencowe told Miss 
Harrison she should "just tell (Connor) to 


run" if he saw him coming. And the barrister 
added that on the afternoon of February 13, 
Blencowe, who the court heard has mental 
health problems, said to his key worker 
Karen Yearde he would soon be "dead or in 
jail". 

He then left the Banbury Response Project 
where he lived in Oxford Road, Banbury, and 
travelled to Fairacres Road, Oxford, first by 
train and then by taxi. 

Mr Barton said that in a "terrible 
coincidence" the front door of Connor's flat 
had just been painted and he had been told 
to leave it open to dry. The prosecutor said 
no one witnessed what happened inside at 
around 6.30pm, but the teenager's flatmate 
Kyle Martin heard him screaming. 

He then found Connor on the carpet 
bleeding and repeating "I'm dying", with 
injuries suggesting "the frenzied, repeated 
use of a knife", Mr Barton said. 

Blencowe's co-defendants are accused of 
helping him dispose of the clothes he was 
wearing which, along with the alleged 
murder weapon, have never been found. 

Bradley Jones, 21, of New Road, 
Bledington, and Grant Clemens, 23, of 
Stockwells, Moreton-in-Marsh, are also 
alleged to have helped him get a lift to 
Stratford-upon-Thames, where he was 
arrested on February 14. They both deny 
perverting the course of justice. 

Connor died of his injuries in hospital on 
February 15.

The suspect, who 
cannot be named, pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of 
vehicle interference in 
Creampot Lane on June 7. 

He appeared at Banbury 
Magistrates' Court and was 
released on bail to stand trial 
at the court again on 
Thursday, October 2.

THE man accused of fatally stabbing 
Connor Tremble will argue he was 
suffering from a mental condition and 
acting in self defence, a jury was told. 

Yesterday in Oxford Crown Court, 
prosecution barrister Richard Barton 
outlined the defences to murder 
which have been put forward by 
William Blencowe. The barrister said 
there is no dispute the 21-year-old 
defendant caused Connor's death 
during an incident at the teenager's 
flat in Lairacres Road, Oxford, on 
Lebruary 13 this year. 

But Mr Barton said Blencowe, of 
Oxford Road, Banbury, denies the 
crime and claims he had "diminished 


responsibility" because he was 
suffering from a mental condition, so 
cannot be held responsible for killing 
the 1 7-year-old. 

The prosecutor told the jury 
members they will have to decide if 
this is true or if really it was "a 
planned murderous act, in which he 
remained in control throughout". 

Yesterday the jury was also played 
a 999 call made by Connor's 
housemate Kyle Martin after his friend 
has been stabbed. In it he can be 
heard begging for the ambulance to 
come quickly as the injured teenager 
moans in the background. At one 
point Kyle tearfully tells the woman 


taking the call: "Please, he's like my 
little brother, he's all I have." 

Blencowe held his head in his 
hands as the phone call was played. 

Bradley Jones, 21, of New Road, 
Bledington, and Grant Clemens, 23, 
of Stockwells, Moreton-in-Marsh, are 
also on trial and both deny perverting 
the course of justice. 

Mr Barton said when he was 
arrested, that Blencowe was wearing 
trainers and clothing given to him by 
Clemens, who was also overheard by 
a police officer after his own arrest 
telling his girlfriend to destroy his 
mobile phone.

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Alice, 100, marks milestone birthday with her family

IN 1930 Alice Stretton left 
her home in Spennymore, 
County Durham, and set off 
for a new life in Oxfordshire 
to escape an influenza 
epidemic which killed two of 
her friends. 

On Sunday the great-great 
grandmother, who lived in 
Bodicote, Banbury from 
1956 to 2008, celebrated her 
100th birthday with friends 
and family at Lake House 
care home, Adderbury. 

Her son Geoff, 68, said his 
mother has always loved her 
adopted home. 

He said: “She started 
working for the Gubbins 
family at Swalcliffe Park 
House in 1930 and stayed 
there until she married my 
father in 1939 and moved to 
Banbury with him.” 

“They moved to Bodicote 
in 1956 and since then it has 
been her greatest love. 

“She was treasurer of the 
Seventh Banbury Cubs, an 
associate member of the 
Royal British Legion and a 
lifelong member of the 
Bodicote Mothers’ Union.” 

Mrs Stretton (nee Benson) 
wanted to become a nurse 
before two friends who were 
nurses died from influenza - 
the same disease which had 
killed her mother, also called 
Alice, when she was three 
years old. 



Her father Nathan, who 
served with the Suffolk 
Regiment in the First World 
War, was killed at the Battle 
of Arras in May 1917 so she 
was brought up by her aunt 
Judith Keirl. 


After working at Swalcliffe 
for nine years she married 
Joseph Stretton in 1939 and 
had three children, 
Christopher, born in 1942, 
and twins Peter and Geoff, 
born in 1946.

Mr Stretton, who worked 
for building firm Hinkins and 
Frewin and was the tower 
captain of St Mary’s Church, 
Banbury, died in 1972 aged 
57. 

Geoff said his mother, 
who suffers from dementia, 
still remembers her time at 
Swalcliffe Park House. 

He said: “She struggles to 
remember what’s happened 
recently but her memory of 
events from her teens and 


20s are very vivid and she 
loves talking about her time 
working for Mr and Mrs 
Gubbins. 

“They treated her very 
well and she travelled all 
over with Mrs Gubbins and 
loved walking her dogs, 
which is how she met my 
father on the estate one 
morning. 

“She has been a 
wonderful mother to us and 
it’s great she’s reached 100.”

Seven men face

■ TWO people appeared in 
Oxford Crown Court last week 
facing child sexual exploitation 
charges. Ahmed Hassan, 20, of 
Glyndebourne Gardens, Banbury, 
is charged with sexual assault 
and a 1 7-year-old from Banbury, 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, is charged with rape. 

Five other men from Banbury are 
also charged with sex crimes as 
part of the same investigation. 

They are all due to appear again 
for a plea and case management 
hearing on September 29 at 
Oxford Crown Court. Hassan is 
in custody and the youth is on 
bail.

A 30-YEAR-OLD man has been jailed 
after beating his former girlfriend so 
badly that he was covered in her blood 
when he answered the door to police. 

Martin Potter, of Lamb's Crescent, Banbury, 
admitted a charge of assault which caused 
actual bodily harm and breaching a 
restraining order on June 14 this year. 

Unyime Davies, prosecuting, said officers 
were called to Potter's address after a 
neighbour heard his former partner 
screaming in pain at about 8am. 

She told Judge Ian Pringle: "When he 
opened the door he had a substantial amount 
of blood on his face, neck and body." 

The barrister added Potter had been 
banned from seeing his victim by a 
restraining order after an earlier attack on her 
in November last year. 

Miss Davies said the woman was left with 
two black eyes, bruising to her head, face, 
neck and arms, as well as cuts to her eye and 
lip which needed ten stitches. 

Jane Malcolm, defending, said her client 
had been keeping away from his ex-girlfriend 
after previously being jailed for assaulting 
her, but she had contacted him. 

She said: "They both think they love each 
other and want to be in a relationship. But 
when they meet up alcohol is consumed and 
things spiral out of control." 

At Oxford Crown Court, Judge Pringle told 
Potter he and his former partner were "no 
good for each other" and should remain 
apart. He sentenced him to a total of two 
years in prison and £120 victim's surcharge.

Cost of countryside 
crime falls by third 


THE cost of rural crime in 
Oxfordshire dropped by 
£320,000 last year. 

New figures from insurance 
company NFU Mutual showed a 
32 per cent decrease in the 
value of goods stolen, down 
from £1 million to £680,000. 

The figures stand in contrast 
to the national statistics, which 
show rural crime cost £44.5m 
across the UK last year, a rise of 
5.2 per cent. 

Group secretary of the Vale 
and Wallingford branch of the 
National Farmers Union, 

Andrew Forsyth, said there were 
two reasons behind the decrease 
in the county. 

He said: "The first reason is 
people are taking more care and 
putting more preventative 
measures in place. 

"The second is the hard work 
of the police, who have been 
absolutely fantastic." 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld was elected two years 
ago on a promise to reduce rural 



crime. He said: "I am delighted 
the NFU figures show there has 
been a large reduction in rural 
crime in Oxfordshire and I will 
continue to prioritise rural crime 
in the Thames Valley to help 
reduce the figures even further. 

"In financial, commercial loss 
and intimidation terms, rural 
crime is a serious crime - but it 
is now being dealt with 
seriously and real progress is 
being made." 

Mr Stansfeld promised that 
the police would attend 
every rural crime 
reported. 

Thames Valley Police 
yesterday said they 
were unable to confirm 
whether Mr Stansfeld 
had put this claim 
into practice. 

According to the 
survey the most 
common items 
targeted by thieves in 
Oxfordshire over the 
last 12 months were 
tools, quad bikes and 
garden equipment. 


problems with hare coursers, 
and sometimes there's not an 
awful lot you can do about it.

Rise in children going 
missing from home 


CHILDREN went missing more often 
this year - despite evidence from the 
Operation Bullfinch trial that puts 
them at risk of being groomed for sex. 

Figures from Oxfordshire County 
Council show it missed its target for 
reducing the number of children who 
go missing from home three or more 
times in a 12-month period. 

The number of children going 
missing had gone up from 630 in 
2012/13 to 636 in 2013/14, a report to 
the county council's children and young 
people's partnership board shows. 

This was an increase from 2011/12 
when 598 children went missing. 

But more children have gone missing 
three or more times - 97 this year 
compared with 77 the year before. 

The figures show that between 
January and March this year, 15 per 
cent of children who have gone missing 
from home have done so three or more 
times over a 12-month period. The 
council's target is 12 per cent or less. 

The county council's figures were 
obtained from Thames Valley Police 
and relate to people under the age of 
18 who were reported 
missing to police 
officers by their 
family or carers. 

Kidlington MP 
Nicola Blackwood's 
Childhood Lost 
campaign, 

launched in 
August 2013, 
resulted in a 
change in 
the law 



which gives police extra powers, 
including banning suspects from 
contacting children. 

She said: "While it is vital to 
accurately record missing children, the 
whole point is to then intervene to 
protect that child once they have been 
missing the first time and, of course, to 
prevent more children going missing in 
the first place. I will be contacting the 
county council to discuss their strategy 
for missing children." 

The NSPCC's Colin Peak said: 
"Children and young people tend to run 
away to escape their problems. They 
might be experiencing abuse; they 
might be pregnant, or in trouble with 
the police, or they might have problems 
at school or be unhappy in their care 
placement - to name just a few. 

"Children who run away place 
themselves at great risk and it's 
important they seek help if they feel 
they can't cope." 

A county council spokesman said 
the statistical increase "may reflect 
greater awareness and willingness to 
report instances to local authorities". 

He added: "The multi-agency 
Kingfisher team has done direct work 
with schools, carers and parents of 
children to increase awareness of this 
issue and encourage people to report 
such instances. 

"The monitoring and reporting 
system that has been developed in 
Oxfordshire is considered robust and 
an example of national good practice."

BANBURY Academy is 
among schools honoured 
for earmarking young 
carers for extra support. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council has recognised 18 
schools under the Schools 
Standards Awards (SSA). 

The Warriner school, 
Bloxham, also made the list. 

The council’s young 
carers manager Deborah 
Parkhurst set up the 
scheme - which has 37 
county schools - to support 
1,500 youngsters who look 
after family members. 

It aims to ensure the 
welfare of the carers and 
help them get the best 
possible GCSE results. 

It includes homework and 
after school clubs, plus 
face-to-face counselling so 
they can share experiences 
and gain confidence. 

More than 100 teachers 
and young carers attended 
an awards ceremony at 
Magdalen College, Oxford, 
last month. 

Banbury Academy 
supports more than 50 
young carers. 

Vice-principal Simon 
Davies said: “We asked 
ourselves how many young 
carers do we have and we 
didn’t really know. 

“I think over the past year 
something that has 
changed is that they are not 
embarrassed by it anymore. 
It is just something that 
they are or aren’t. 

“And they are quite happy 
talking about it and a lot of 
them are quite proud to be 
carers. A lot of them are 
really proud of it.” 

New blitz 
on refuse

cleaned up on a Banbury 
estate as council officers 
carry out a ‘blitz’ of the area.

Thames Valley Police Chief Constable Sara Thornton wants to grow people's confidence in the force 


■ Public are invited to join police on the beat 


THE public is being offered the 
chance to join police officers on 
the beat. 

Speaking at a special briefing at 
Kidlington police HQ last week 
about the challenges facing Thames 
Valley Police, Chief Constable Sara 
Thornton revealed that she wanted to 
build on what she described as the 
force's most valuable asset - its 
reputation. 

She said: "My experience is that 
when people meet police officers, 
listen to them, and see them do their 
job, they invariably have much 
greater confidence. 

"If we want the public to come 
forward as witnesses, we need to 
have high confidence levels." 

More than 5,000 of the force's 
officers have this year been trained 
in the College of Policing's new code 
of ethics and the force has also set 
up a new and independent 
complaints, integrity and ethics 
panel to review complaints against 
officers. It comes after high-profile 
police scandals including 
"Plebgate". 

The Ride-AlongAA/alk-Along 
scheme is designed to provide the 
opportunity for people who are not 
police officers to experience 
operational policing at first hand. 

Offering a "positive engagement

opportunity" would aim to "build 
trust and confidence with local 
communities, whilst also supporting 
current or future police recruitment 
programmes". 

People who take part would then 
be encouraged to give their feedback 
to the neighbourhood policing team 
or directly to the office of the Police 
and Crime Commissioner. 

Also at the briefing, Ms Thornton 
explained that the force was having 
to tackle a rise in reported sex crime. 

In Oxford alone, between April 
2013 and March this year, there 
were 71 reported sex crimes. That is 
an increase of 44.9 per cent on the 
49 cases reported in the same period 
the year before. 

And the force had already saved 
£58m from its annual budget of 
£400m through efficiency savings. 

Ms Thornton said that despite 
having to shave a further £38m off its 
budget over the next three years, 
protecting the vulnerable would 
remain the force's top priority and a 
new multi-agency safeguarding hub, 
known as Mash, was due to launch 
next month. 

Mash will be made up of police 
officers, social workers, and health 


workers who will share their 
information to identify and protect 
the county's most vulnerable. 

When asked if the force could rise 
to the challenge with limited 
funding, Ms Thornton said the 
resources would be found, adding: 
"We have to make sure we focus our 
resources on those areas and make 
sure our staff are trained to deal with 
them. It will be tough but we will 
give it our best shot. 

"We have demonstrated over the 
last three or four years that we can 
both reduce budgets and reduce 
crime. 

"It is about getting more bang for 
your buck." 

The Kingfisher team - also made 
up of police and social workers - 
was set up in 2012 to help potential 
victims of child sexual exploitation 
after Operation Bullfinch exposed 
the organised grooming and abuse of 
vulnerable girls living in council 
care. 

Ms Thornton said 185 potential 
victims of child sex exploitation had 
now been referred to the force in 
Oxfordshire since 2012.

Signalling issues cause commuter misery 


Big storms miss 
Cropredy show

SIGNALLING problems hit 
Oxfordshire travellers once every 
two-and-a-half working days, a Cake 
investigation has found. 

In the three months since May 
there have been 27 signalling 
problems which affected trains 
running through the county. 

First Great Western (FGW) issued 
alerts on Twitter about 24 of those, 
while Chi Item Railways was affected 
by two and Crosscountry by one. 

While it is the train companies 
that are affected by signalling 
problems, it is the responsibility of 


Network Rail to maintain and fix 
any equipment. The company has 
blamed old equipment for the 
recurring problems. 

Spokeswoman Victoria Bradley 
said: "As part of our modernisation 
programme we are investing £350m 
to resignal the Great Western route. 

"We would like to apologise for 
the inconvenience caused by recent 
signalling problems." 

Chris Bates, chairman of Chiltern 
Rail User's Group, said: "Why don't 
they do preventative maintenance?" 

Mr Bates, who commutes from 


Banbury to London every day, 
added: "The equipment is obviously 
old and requires replacing." 

James Davis, a FGW spokesman, 
said: "We understand the frustration 
caused by the recent delays. 

"Everyone at FGW and Network 
Rail is determined to see 
improvements." 

Chiltern Railways operations and 
safety director Andrew Munden 
said: "We have a strong working 
relationship with Network Rail and 
recently recorded our highest ever 
performance figures."

Heroes of MP's 
family revealed 


WITH about five-and-a-half million men 
serving during the First World War, 
Britain truly was a nation called to 
arms. 

The result is that a century on almost every 
UK household has a story of patriotism, 
heroism and sacrifice from the conflict. 

Now, with the help of the Oxfordshire 
Family History Society, we reveal the 
research that has shown the part Banbury MP 
Sir Tony Baldry's family played in the conflict. 

Sir Tony's great-grandfather, Robert 
Paterson, was head gamekeeper for Lord 
Brassey, who at the time was Banbury's MP. 

Mr Paterson had four sons who fought in 
the First World War - Thomas, Robert, 
Roderick and Collin. 

Although they all returned home, the 
conflict scarred them in different ways. The 
brothers were baptised at St Nicholas 
Church, in Heythrop, as children of Robert 
and Georgina between 1890 and 1896. 

According to Oxfordshire Family History 
Society researcher Alex McGahey, Sir Tony's 
grandfather, Roderick, could have served in 
the 1st Highland Light Infantry in 
Mesopotamia, in the Middle East. 

The MP said: "I think he enlisted before he 
was 18 and served in Mesopotamia. 

"On one occasion he was wounded so 
badly he was reported as having been killed 
in action. 

"For about 18 months my grandmother, to 


whom he was engaged at the time, thought 
he had died." 

Roderick died aged 56 from illnesses 
which Sir Tony said "had certainly been 
aggravated by service in the First World 
War". 

Mr McGahey found more information on 
Roderick's brother, Collin, whose full service 
records survived and are available online. 

According to these, Collin enlisted at 
London's Grove Park as a private in the Army 
Service Corps on March 22, 1915. 

He was posted to France on April 1, 1915, 
where he served as a lorry driver. 

Collin was seriously wounded on April 5, 

1918, when he was shot in the chest and 
invalided home on April 22. 

He would spend 22 days in hospital before 
being discharged on May 9. 

Collin was ordered to be confined to the 
barracks on November 26, 1918, for having 
an untidy bunk. 

Another three days were added on 
November 27 when he failed to report and 
then "stated a falsehood to an NCO". 

On June 6, 1919, Collin was demobilised 
and transferred to the Z Army Reserve as an 
acting Lance Corporal a month later. 

However, after surviving three years on the 
Western Front, Collin went on to take his 
own life. 

Sir Tony said: "It was as a consequence of 
severe depression, which I suspect nowadays 
would have been diagnosed as post-traumatic 


stress." Sir Tony said he believed Roderick's 
brother, Robert, joined the Machine Gun 
Corps but then served as a general's driver on 
the Western Front, where he received a 
Military Medal. 

But the medal record card that Mr 
McGahey unearthed showed Robert to be a 
driver with the Army Service Corps, not the 
Machine Gun Corps. 

Sir Tony said after the war Robert returned 
to work at the Chipping Norton garage where 
he had been employed prior to joining up. 

He said: "He had been seriously gassed. 

"As a consequence he was a somewhat 
solitary man who spoke little. Indeed, as a 
child, I can never remember him uttering 
more than two or three words at a time." 

Mr McGahey said Thomas had not been 
given a second name, which meant he 
proved too difficult to trace. 

He said: "There are 237 medal cards for 
that name." 

Sir Tony added: "These were four young 
men, born and bred in Oxfordshire, who 
went to the Great War and were fortunate to 
return - but not without scars. 

"They were, though, fortunate, and there 
were a number from Heythrop, which is, 
after all, quite a small village, who didn't 
return. 

"There is quite a moving inscription on the 
war memorial which says Their bodies are in 
France but their hearts are in Heythrop'."

A SPECTACULAR unbeaten century 
from Nathan Hawkes proved in vain as 
hosts Banbury lost by five wickets to 
Slough in a high-scoring Division 1 
clash. 

It is a defeat that seriously dents 
Banbury's title chances. 

Hawkes scored 100 not out from 82 
balls as Banbury declared on 273-4 
from 63 overs. 

But Slough, thanks to 130 from Nabil 
Shah, got home with more than ten 
overs to spare. 

All the Banbury batsmen enjoyed 
themselves after being put in to bat. 

Lloyd Sabin (59) and Craig Haupt (71) 
added 126 for the first wicket to lay the 
platform for Hawkes, whose innings 
contained one six and 15 fours. 

This allowed Banbury skipper Jimmy 
Phillips to declare an over early. 

The loss of Waqas Hussain did not 
deter Slough, who went along at five 
runs per over. 

Even the reliable Luke Ryan could not 
contain Shah, whose 130 came off 11 6 
balls and contained eight sixes. 

Shahid Yousaf, with 67 not out from 
79 deliveries, eased Slough to a 
surprisingly easy success. 


Meanwhile, Great & Little Tew, on a 
high after reaching the Davidstow 
Village Cup final at Lord's, recorded a 
convincing seven-wicket win at home to 
faltering Division 2 leaders Reading. 

It knocked the Berkshire side off the 
top of the table, as they suffered their 
second defeat in three weeks against 
Oxfordshire opposition. This followed 
their loss to Shipton-under-Wychwood. 

Reading were soon regretting 
choosing to bat first as they slipped to 
16-3, with Matt Woods taking two of the 
wickets.
